At  the  beginning  of  commencement 
in  May  of  1998,  there  was  an 
announcement  made  of  an  addition 
to  library  at  the  University  of 
Dubuque.  Charles  C.  Myers,  a life 
trustee  donated  a gracious  gift  of  $5 
million  to  the  university  enabling 
the  reconstruction.  The  architect, 
Frye  Gillan  Molinaro,  will  begin 
assisting  construction  probably 
towards  the  end  of  the  summer  or 
early  autumn  and  end  15  months 
later.  During  this  time  much  of  the 
library  material  will  be  put  in 
storage. 

In  the  new  addition  there  will  be  a 
lower  level  and  a main  level.  The 
main  level  will  consist  primary  of 
books,  a circulating  desk,  comput- 
ers, and  other  library  necessities. 

On  the  lower  level  retrospective 
periodicals  will  be  stored  by 
compact  stacking  which  saves 
twice  the  library  space.  In  the 
upper  level  of  Couchman  there  will 
a room  referred  to  as  Mezzanine. 

In  this  room  there  will  be  eight 
enclosed  faculty  areas  where  they 
can  store  long  term  research  items. 
The  Mezzanine  will  also  be  used  as 
a study  area,  but  this  is  the  only 
room  that  is  not  handicap  acces- 
sible. All  new  heating  and  cooling 
will  be  installed. 

The  future  facilities  will  include 
informal  seating;  study  tables;  study 
carrels,  and  group  study  rooms 
equipped  with  “computer  drops;” 
multiple  function  computer  worksta- 
tions and  multimedia  computer 
workstations;  a multimedia  labora- 
tory; two  seminar  rooms;  and  a 
classroom  equipped  with  computer 
workstations  and  other  technolo- 
gies to  enhance  teaching.  The 
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Freshmen 


group  study  rooms  and  similar 
facilities  are  intended  to 
encourage  discussion  amount 
students  and  dialogue  between 
students  and  faculty.  There  will  be 
a student  lounge  into  the  expanded 
facility  as  a way  of  drawing 
students  into  this  place  of  learning 
and  study. 

Many  of  the  faculty  and  students 
expressed  exciting  comments 
when  asked  about  the  new 
library.  Joel  L.  Samuels, 

Director  of  Libraries  mentioned, 
“The  University  of  Dubuque  has 
a noble  heritage  since  1852  and 
enormous  potential  for  the 
future,  and  I am  convinced  that 
an  excellent  library  is  crucial  to 
our  future.  The  new  library  will 
integrate  printed  books, 
multimedia  material,  and 
electronic  resource  in  a dra- 
matic new  environment, 
encouraging  the  effective  use  of 
these  resources. 

Carolynne  Lathrop,  Reference 
Librarian  and  Director  of 
Curriculum  library  said,  “We 
really  need  the  additional  space 
and  this  is  something  we’ve 
needed  a long  time.  I’m 
particularly  pleased  that  the 
curriculum  library  will  be  large 
enough  to  bring  in  classes  in 
order  to  demonstrate  and  give 
examples  of  new  material.” 

Mary  Anne  Knefel,  Reader’s 
Services  Librarian  commented, 
“I’m  very  excited  about  the 
library  and  I think  the  students 
are  too  because  they  stop  and 
look  at  the  architecture  draw- 
ings. I feel  it  will  be  a very 
beautiful  building.” 

James  McLaughlin  replied,  “I 
think  it  will  be  an  exciting 
addition  to  the  university.”

I was  wrong.  The  dominant  topic  was 
college  and  aspirations.  I left  the 
restaurant  with  a bad  feeling  in  my 
heart.  I was  terrified  of  what  the  future 
held  for  me,  and  I knew  I needed  to 
think. 
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The  hour-long  drive  gave  me  time  to 
analyze  my  goals,  dreams,  and  expec- 
tations. I was  just  thinking  of  whether 
or  not  I should  drop  algebra  when  I 
noticed  two  teenage  boys  on  bikes, 
impatiently  waiting  to  cross  the  street.
